Windmills for to the reeent experiments made in Madras to 
Seetintion test the value of windmills for irrigation pur- 
wees poses which have naturally aroused a good deal 

of interest. One point raised by a gentleman who has been 
familiar with the progress of windmills for 40 vears, is worthy 
of the attention of manufacturers who look to India for a market. 
In his experience the better the windmill the less fitted it is for 
use in that country. This sounds paradoxical, but the explanation 
is simple. The American maker aims at lightness, economy of 
construction, and self-regulating qualities. But in thus perfecting 
the windmill he makes it a more delicate piece of mechanism, and 
when it is erected somewhat roughly and placed in the charge of 
almost unskilled Indian labourers, it is not surprising that break- 
downs ensue. India needs strong and extremely simple windmills. 
It is essential, too, for the satisfactory working of a windmill that 
the tower should be of a sufficient height to raise the sails clear of 
trees and buildings, this is a point often neglected by Indian 
agriculturists, with the result that the windmill has not done all 


the work of which it is capable.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Roumania.—A despatch has been received at the Board of Trade 
through the Foreign Office, from H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Sinaia 
enclosing an extract from the ‘‘ Courrier Financier ” of 16th August, 
giving the chief reasons why British trade with Roumania has of 
late years perceptibly diminished, as compared with that of 
Germany. 

Apart from the incontestable fact that Germany has by far more 
capital invested in the country than Great Britain, the second 
reason given, viz., that the greater part of the commercial class of 
Roumania is composed of Jews, Germans, Austrians and Swiss who 
are acquainted with German but not with English products, and 
who, moreover, carry on their correspondence in the German 
language, is a most cogent one, for, with the exception of 
two representative British firms in Bucharest, English houses are 
in nearly every case represented by Germans, who for the most 
part import also German goods, and who not unnaturally give 
preference to these, for which they generally find a more ready 
sale in Roumania. 

Oporto.—T'he Acting British Consul states, in his recent report 
dealing with Northern Portugal, that a regular trade continues to 
be done in machinery with the United Kingdom, but it would 
appear that more orders might be obtained, which now go to Con- 
tinental firms, if British manufacturers saw their way to falling in 
with the easier terms of payment granted by their foreign com- 
petitors. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,064.)

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Cuba.— H.M. Minister at Havana, in his recent report (Foreign 
Office, Annual Series, 3,076), writes as follows with regard to 
British trade with the island of Cuba :— 

‘The prospect of the Reciprocity Convention recently concluded 
between Cuba and the United States being eventually sanctioned 
by the United States Congress has not failed to affect British trade. 
While it has not influenced the demand for those British goods 
which are of regular consumption in the Cuban market, it has 
nevertheless served in several cases which have come under my 
notice to deter Cuban merchants from accepting proposals to open 
up business relations with British manufacturers. 

‘‘There can be no doubt that, with or without the Reciprocity 
Convention, British merchants will have to bestir themselves if 
they wish to retain the share they at present have of the Cuban 
trade. I cannot suggest any more effective way of attaining this 
end than by co-operating in the formation of trading companies 
combining a retail and wholesale business, such as I recommended 
in my report for the year 1901 and in many previous ones.” 


Peru.—In his recent report to the Foreign Office (Annual Series, 
3,079), H.M. Consul-General at Callao writes :— 

“ Although British trade with Peru has not shown a notable 
growth, it has increased to some extent during the last quin- 
quennial period. The imports of textile fabrics from the United 
Kingdom have received a check, owing to the establishment of 
native manufactories which produce annually about 17,000,000 
yards of grey domesties and drills, and also a_ considerable 
quantity of cloth, blankets and knitted articles. However, but 
few articles of first necessity are produced in Peru cheaper than 
they could be imported; therefore, there is still a large demand 
for foreign goods. Germany, the United States and Belgium are 
competing with the United Kingdom for most of the branches of 
the Peruvian trade.”. 

The British Vice-Consul at Mollendo reports that woollen baizes 
used to be, in former years, an article of large consumption when 
the Indians clothed themselves chiefly in these fabrics from 
Bradford. Of late: years the imports have fallen off to a tenth 
part, owing, doubtless, to the change in dress of the Indians, who 
now make for themselves an inferior kind of baize and buy the 
Kuropean article chiefly to take apart for the sake of the colours, 
which are used for trimming, &Xc. 

Beer is another article which has fallen off greatly, as the 
breweries now established in the Department make enough and 
of a fair quality to supply all the interior at, of course, a much 
reduced rate. A little British stout and some German beers are 
still introduced, but there is no comparison with former years. 

The British Vice-Consul at Salaverry writes :— 
‘‘In cotton goods the United Kingdom maintains the lead, 
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having supplied more than three-fourths of the quantity imported. 
Germany and Italy come next on the list, but very far behind. 
This market is now receiving a considerable amount of calicoes 
and other classes of cheap cotton goods from the mills in the 
vicinity of Lima, and apparently the use of these goods of native 
manufacture will go on increasing, as they are favoured by a duty 
of nearly 50 per cent. on the value of similar goods imported.” 





PRODUCTION OF FLAX IN IRELAND. 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the 35th Annual 
Report of the Flax Supply Association for the Improvement of the 
Culture of Flax in Ireland, relating to the year 1902, from which 
the following is taken :-— 

It was much to be regretted that the flax acreage of 1902 had 
fallen away by 10 per cent., and although the yield of fibre per 
acre was very little short of the exceptionally large yield of the 
1901 crop, the decrease in the supply of home grown fibre (amount- 
ing to 1,822 tons) was deplorable. Still it was somewhat consola- 
tory to notice that the yield per acre of the 1902 crop exceeded 
that of all other years since 1855, excepting only 1901, slightly 
surpassing the bumper crop of 1864, thus showing that the land 
under flax last year was far from being “ flaxed out.” The quality 
of fibre of the 1902 crop was quite an average one, although not 
equal to that of 1901, which excelled in strength and in yield from 
the hackle the crops of very many preceding years. 

For the last four years flax had been one of the best paying 
crops to most cultivators. 

The yield per acre in the eight flax producing counties of Ulster 
had not, generally speaking, shown any great divergence from the 
usual yield, Down producing about 10 per cent. more than 1901, 
while Derry, Tyrone, and Monaghan had given a somewhat smaller 
yield. The area under flax in the other three provinces, small 
though it was, remained the same in 1902 as in 1901, and the 
average yield per acre was 43 stones, as compared with 35 stones 
for Ulster. The 291 acres in Connaught gave the excellent yield 
of 50 stones per acre, a better result than that of any foreign 
country, pointing to the great advantage which would accrue to 
farmers in that province if they largely increased their sowing of 
flax.

GOLD DREDGING INDUSTRY OF MOZAMBIQUE. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from the 
Acting British Consul at Beira forwarding a report on gold 
dredging in the territories of the Mozambique Company which, 
he says, is at present showing signs of assuming considerable 
importance in the future. 

This report states that for several years past the system of 
obtaining gold by the process known as “ dredging” has attracted 
attention in those territories, and, at the present time, a con- 
siderable amount of capital is being employed in importing the 
necessary plant and machinery. Several of the rivers, and indeed 
some of the small streams such as the Urema, Muza and Munene, 
have been found suitable for this class of work, and although it is 
as yet difficult to say whether the industry is destined to become 
an important one, it is felt that it commences with excellent 
prospects of success. 

It would appear that, speaking broadly, what the cyanide process 
is to ordinary rock mining, the process of dredging is to alluvial, and 
one of the most curious features of the system consists in the fact 
that it can be (and is) carried out at considerable distances from 
the water which carries the dredge ; moreover the great benefit of 
this class of work lies in the fact that it can be profitably applied 
to areas in which the proportion of gold recoverable is com- 
paratively insignificant and would not, under ordinary circumstances 
of alluvial mining, yield sufficient return to prove remunerative. 

Dredging machinery must, naturally, vary considerably in design, 
the depth of the working being carefully tested, and physical 
features examined by experts before it is planned. or instance, 
in cases where the depth of the ground to be worked is small, 
especially if it be under water, due regard must be paid to this 
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fact, as it is absolutely essential that the dredge be at no time 
allowed to take the ground. Generally speaking, however, it takes 
the form of a boat-like platform constructed to bear the working 
machinery, and is of a size and dimensions based upon a careful 
calculation of the work it will be called upon to perform. It is 
not dissimilar in appearance from the ordinary excavating dredge 
employed in estuaries and anchorages, but it is fitted with 
machinery and appliances for dealing with that portion of the 
alluvial which contains the gold. 

To begin with, the substance brought up in the buckets is 
received in a revolving screen, through the perforations of which 
it passes, being constantly sluiced with water the while. The 
rougher portion is thrown on to the elevator and passed out in 
rear of the dredge, whilst the “fines” which contains the gold is 
gravitated and deposited on the tables running athwart the dredge. 

At the conclusion of his report H.M. Consul writes :—‘“ So far 
it is of course premature to forecast the future of this branch of 
the mining industry in these territories, but there can be little - 
doubt that it is destined to play an important part in the future 
development of the mineral resources of the country.”

GERMANY. 


The United States Consul at Leipzig, in a report dated 6th August, 
says that the carrying capacity of the average 
German goods waggon is from 10 to 15 metric 
tons. Recently oxe of the greatest manu- 
facturing and industrial establishments in Germany received an 
order from the Prussian State railways for 200 goods waggons, 
each of 20 metric tons capacity. The railway authorities are now 
discussing whether it will be wise to still further increase the 
waggon capacity. While they are busy investigating the subject 
and collecting statistics relating thereto, it has been decided to 
have afew waggons, each of 30 tons carrying capacity, constructed, 
in order to make a practical test as well.

BELGIUM—CANADA. 


A despatch dated 16th September has been received at the Foreign 
Office, from H.M. Consul-General at Antwerp, 
reporting that an important direct service of 
steamers between Antwerp and Canada will 
be inaugurated on 1st November, 1903. 

This line, owned by the Canadian Pacific Railway Company, will 
consist of, at starting, a fleet of four first-class steamers, the 
‘‘Montezuma” (7,345 tons net), “Montreal” (6,870 tons), 
‘“ Milwaukee ” (7,328 tons), and the ‘ Mount Royal” (7,064 tons). 
All these vessels are of carrying capacity of from 11,000 tons to 
12,000 tons. 


Steamer Service 
between Antwerp 
and Canada. 
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The steamers will have superior passenger accommodation, and 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company hope that the new line 
will attract a portion of the large emigrant trafic between the 
Continent and Canada, which is now in the hands of other lines 
trading between British and Continental Ports. The steamers will 
sail from Antwerp direct to the Dominion, and will call at a port 
in the United Kingdom on the return voyage. ‘There will be, in 
winter, two sailings a month for St. John, N.B., and in summer 
three departures monthly for Quebec and Montreal. 

The project, adds the Consul-General, is looked upon with much 
interest by the Antwerp shipping community.

Although 
constructed by an American company, a large quantity of materials 
have been imported from the United Kingdom. A short line 
connecting the Central Railway with the Morococha mining dis- 
trict was completed during 1902 by the Peruvian Corporation. 
This new line, which is nine miles long, branches off at Ticlio, 
about 15,500 feet above sea level, rises some 135 feet higher, and 
then descends to 14,900 feet. (Foreign Office, Annual Serves, 3,079.)

FRANCE—INDO-CHINA. 


In a report on affairs in Indo-China recently received at the 
Foreign Office, H.M. Consul at Pakhoi remarks 
Coal Industry. that the output of the Hongay mines in 1902 
was 300,000 tons, and of the Nongson mines 
(near Tourane) 25,000 tons. The Hongay coal when mixed with 
about 20 per cent. of Japanese is reported on very favourably by 
shipmasters and seems to obtain a ready sale in Hong-Kong, and 
has even found its way to Singapore. The product of the 
Nongson mines is said to be of a better quality, and has been used 
with success instead of Japanese for mixing with that mined at 
Hongay. The.Kebao mines have hitherto proved a failure, but 
the recent report of an expert is not unfavourable, and it is 
possible that they may be re-opened with better results. Coal of 
a good quality is also found near Yenbay, on the Red River, and 
will probably be worked when the communications are improved. 
There is likely to be a rapid increase in production under the 
stimulus of the growing requirements of the local railways and 
factories.

This 
production amounted to about 12 tons, approximately the same as 
that of 1901, but none of the product was shipped in 1902, The 
value of these molybdenum ores is very erratic, the highest price 
quoted being 1,500 dols. per ton and the lowest 100 dols. It is 
very probable that with any constant demand for these ores they 
would be furnished in quantity at a price varying from 100 dols. 
to 200 dols. per ton for a 50 to 55 per cent. ore.

Uranium and Vanadium.—There was a marked increase in the 
production of uranium and vanadium minerals in 1902, which, as 
reported to the Survey, amounted to 3,810 tons, valued at 48,125 
dols., or 12°63 dols. per ton. This of course represents the crude 
ore. In 1901 the production was 875 tons of crude ore. 
A portion of the uranium ore was treated, giving a concentrated 
product of 25:tons, which was valued at 8,000 dols. or 320 dols. 
per ton. What percentage of uranium oxide this concentrated ore 
contained is not known. The crude vanadium ore, of which there 
were 3,000 tons produced, contained from 2°5 to 4 per cent. of 
vanadium oxide, and the crude uranium ore from 2°5 to 5 per cent. 
of uranium oxide. All of this production was not sold in 1902.

PERU. 


H.M. Consul-General at Callao, in a recent report to the Foreign 

Office, states that a salient feature during the 
Mining Industry. year 1902, has been the influx of American 

capital, which is being expended in the pay- 
ment “or hundreds of copper and silver mines purchased at Cerro 
de Pasco by a syndicate, and in works which are being undertaken 
for the purpose of developing the copper mining industry on a 
large scale. These transactions should impart stimulus to the 
mining industry and contribute to the extension of the range of 
commercial activity. Further acquisitions of mining properties by 
foreign capitalists are contemplated in the Departments of Ancachs 


and Cuzco.

YARNS AND TEXTILES. 
BRITISH INDIA. 


According to information received at the Board of Trade, through 
the India Office, there were 36 mills in British 
India working jute at the end of 1902-03, and 
employing a daily average number of about 
118,000 persons. The mills contained 17,091 looms and 350,130 
spindles. The nominal capital of such of the mills as are worked 
by joint-stock companies is stated at Rs. 7,00,28,410, but the 
figures are not quite complete, one of the mills (privately owned) 
having rendered no statement of capital. Except one at Cawnpore, 
all the mills are in Bengal, most of them in the vicinity of 
Calcutta. 

The producing capacity of the mills and the capital employed 
have nearly doubled in the last decade. The sterling capital has 
increased by 50 per cent., but there has been a very great 
expansion of local capital in rupees :—

During the past two years 
about 200,000 spindles have been added, and in the present year 
three new mills are being built, with a total capacity of 100,000 
spindles. 

Some new mills, working with Egyptian cotton, were adversely 
affected by the fluctuations in the market for raw material, which 
rose in one month 20 to 30 per cent. This year, 1903, the high 
price of raw cotton has so far been most unfavourable, and spinning 
mills are considerably reducing their output. 

Cotton weavers have had a satisfactory year, there was an 
excellent demand, which also favourably influenced cotton printing 
and similar industries such as bleaching, dyeing and dressing. 
The close of 1902 left no heavy stocks on hand. 

In Austria there are about 3,054,000 spindles at work, of which 
1,750,000 are in Bohemia, and there will probably be a temporary 
stoppage of about 1,000,000 spindles. 

Reichenberg, in the north of Bohemia, is the seat of the cloth 
industry and of the manufacture of woollen goods. In the first 
part of the year 1902 the working was satisfactory, but this did 
not continue, owing to the fall in prices and the alteration in the 
fashion of ladies’ cloth, nevertheless weavers were fully occupied 
notwithstanding the increase of manufactories in recent years. 

The number of looms in Austria is about 120,000, of which about 
70,000 are in Bohemia. 

The export trade is steadily increasing and the industry is in 
a satisfactory state. 

In the textile printing industry there are in Austria about 150 
machines, of which more than half arein Bohemia. (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 3,075.)

GERMANY. 


The ‘* Reichsanzeiger” for 14th September publishes statistics of 
— the production of sugar in Germany during the 
Production 13 months from Ist August, 1902, to 31st 
August, 1903. As a result of new regulations 

in regard to sugar taxation in Germany, the sugar campaign which 
formerly ran irom Ist August of each year to 3lst July of the 
following will from this year onwards commence with Ist September 
and run to 3lst August. During the 13 months from Ist August, 
1902, to 3lst August, 1903, 11,255,958 metric tons of raw beets 
were used, whilst 1,511,995 metric tons of raw and 1,449,600 
metric tons of refined sugar were produced, the total output 
expressed in terms of raw sugar being calculated at 1,774,462 
metric tons. During the corresponding 13 months of 1901-1902, 
16,012,867 metric tons of raw beets were used, and 2,042,035 
metric tons of raw and 1,433,542 metric tons of refined sugar 


produced.

China seems to be stationary or even retrograde, 
and, although there is a large area suitable for

The Cambodian cotton is said to be 
of exceptionally good quality, fetching considerably higher prices 
than Indian, but that produced in other parts of the country has 
too short a staple, and is only used in the mills in combination 
with imported articles. 





MONTENEGRO. 


Information has been received at the Board of Trade, through the 
Foreign Office, to the effect that the Montenegrin 
Government have granted to an Italian syndi- 
cate the exclusive right of the manufacture, sale 
and exportation of Montenegrin tobacco. he chief object of the 
company is said to be the exportation of Montenegrin tobacco 
rather than the manufacture and sale of same in the principality, 
and they are pledged to do all in their power to promote the 
cultivation of the plant. 

A translation of the provisions of the new Law establishing the 
monopoly, which more particularly relate to foreigners, may be 
seen by persons interested on application at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 50, Parliament Street, 
S.W., any day between the hours of 10 a.m. and 5 p.m.

H.M. Consul at San José, in a recent report to the Foreign Office, 
states that the coffee crop of Costa Rica in 
Coffee Crop. 1901-02 was a reduced one, 236,037 bags, as 
against 320,934 bags of the previous crop, or 
26°45 per cent. less. On the other hand, the average price realised 
abroad was considerably better than in 1901; but, although this 
has been an encouragement to the planters, there has been no 
increase in the area planted, and the export of coffee is likely to 
remain at between 250,000 and 300,000 bags per annum. ‘The 
export to the United Kingdom has amounted to 73 per cent. of 
the whole crop, as against 66 per cent. in 1901. 


H.M. Consul also states that the area under banana cultivation 
continues to increase rapidly, over 2,500 acres 

Banana Crop. of new plantations having been made during 
the year under review, and the number of 

bunches exported shows an increase of 7°86 per cent. on the 
figures for 1901.

H.M. Consul at Paramaribo, in a recent report, states that the 
balata industry of Dutch Guiana was more 
Balata Industry. prosperous during the year 1902 than it has 
been for several years past, the amount 
brought to Paramaribo being 321 tons, against 237 tons in 1901 
and 208 tons in 1900. This does not, however, represent the 
actual yield, as a very considerable amount was lost in transit from 
the bush to that port; most of this was, fortunately for the colony, 
insured. It is difficult to say how much was lost in this way, but 
within six months claims were made against a single insurance 
company for about 7,500/., the value—insured—of some 90 tons 
lost in the rivers by the upsetting of the boats in which it was 
being transported.

This report, which deals with the year 1902, describes the steps 
which have been taken in order to obtain improved and extended 
statistical returns of the sea fisheries of England and Wales, and 
the new forms of returns of fish caught, &c., which are now 
obtained. The total number of fishing boats on the register at 
the end of 1902 was 8,189 of a tonnage of 154,367, as compared 
with 7,019 boats of a tonnage of 150,237 at the end of 1901. The 
large increase in the number of boats on the register is due to the 
enforcement from Ist May, 1902, of new regulations under which 
all British sea fishing vessels (except a small number of boats

navigated by oars only) require to be registered. ‘The number of 
men and boys employed in sea fishing during 1902 was estimated 
at 40,533, of whom 32,423 were regular fishermen and 8,110 
persons occasionally employed.

OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE, 


Lhe Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
of Trade was established in 1899, in consequence of a report by a Depart- 
mental Committee, with a view to meet the constantly increasing demand 
for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as it 
can be met by Government action. It is intended to be a centre at which 
information on all subjects of commercial interest shall be collected and 
focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it is the duty 
of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford information in 
reply to all enquiries on commercial matters which may be addressed to 
it, whether written or verbal. 

The office is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, 8.W., and (subject to the Comptroller-General of the Commercial, 
Statistical, and Labour Departments of the Board of Trade) is under the 
direction of Mr. T. Worthington. The Intelligence Branch endeavours, 
on application being made to it either personally or by letter, to supply 
information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—Commercial 
Statistics: Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs: Excise and 
‘Consumption’ Duties: Port, Harbour, and Tonnage Dues, and other 
Charges on Shipping: Customs Regulations: Consular Fees: Forms of 
Certificates of Origin: Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers: 
Trading Licences: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender: 
Foreign and Colonial Bounties: Lists of firms abroad engaged im 
particular lines of business in different localities, &c., &c. 

In consequence of the transfer of the Imperial Institute to the Board 
of Trade from the beginning of the present year, the work formerly 
carried on by the Commercial Intelligence Offices of the Imperial Institute 
is now conducted by the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade. The question of transferring the headquarters of this Branch 
from Westminster to the City is receiving the attention of the Board of 
Trade, and meanwhile verbal enquiries may be addressed to the Branch 
through the Temporary Enquiry Office which has been opened in the City 
Branch of the Imperial Institute at 49, Eastcheap, E.C. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch is also in communication with 
the Imperial Institute at South Kensington, of which Pro’ ssor Wyndham 
Dunstan, F.R.S., has been appointed director by the Board of Trade. 
Among the branches of work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the 
scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire 
with a view to their commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of 
the arrangement and classification of the Collections of these products 
which are exhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the sample 
room at the City Branch. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch and 
intended for general information is conveyed to the public. The 
“ Journal ” is now issued weekly at the price of 1d.. In future, periodical 
supplements to the “ Board of Trade Journal” will be issued, containing 
information and reports bearing on the work carried out in the Imperial 
Institute at South Kensington.
